JOURNAL. 


Tuer members of the Senate of the State of West Virginia assembled 
in their Chamber in the city of Wheeling, at twelve o’clock, noon, on 
Tuesday, the second day of June, in the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-eight, and were called to order by the President. 

The Senate was then opened with prayer by Rev. D. W. Fisher, of the 
Presbyterian Church. 

The following members were present: 

Messrs. Stevenson, (President,) Applegate, Carskadon, Chapline, Dix, 
Dawson, Drummond, Farnsworth, Foster, Hoke, Slack, Werninger, 
Wilson, Workman, Wright, Young, and Zinn—17. 

On motion of Mr. Chapline, a Committee of three was appointed to 
inform the House of Delegates that the Senate is ready to proceed to 
business; and Messrs. Chapline, Farnsworth and Applegate were ap- 
pointed such Committee, and performed that duty. 

Subsequently a message from the House of Delegates, by Messrs. 
Pinnell, Armstrong and Boggess, announced that that body was ready 
to proceed to business. 

Mr. Carskadon introduced 

House Joint Resolution No. 1, “Raising a Committee to wait on the 
Governor, as follows: 

Resolved, That the Senate appoint two, and the House he requested to 
appoint three, members of a Committee to wait on His Excellency the 
Governor, and inform him of the organization of their respective Houses. 

The rule was suspended, the said resolution adopted, and Messrs. 
Carskadon and Wilson appointed as the Committee on the par‘ of the 
Senate, who were directed to communicate the adoption of the resolu- 
tion to the House. 

The Secretary of the State, John S. Witcher, appeared at the bar of 
the Senate and announced the following Message from His Excellency 
the Governor, which, with the accompanying proclamation, was read 
and ordered to be entered in the Journal :

Gentlemen of the Senate ` 
and of the House of Delegates : 


I herewith comminicate a copy of the Proclamation under which 
you are convened. The resolution, adopted March 4, 1868, in pursu- 
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ance of which this proclamation was issued, declared the object of the 
contemplated extraordinary session of the Legislature to be “witha 
view of considering and determining upon the Code of West Virginia.” 
In view of this declaration, and of the further facts, that the annual 
message with the reports of the several departments of the State govern- 
ment, were laid before you at the regular session, which but recently 
adjourned; and that since such adjournment nothing has transpired 
within the State which seems to demand special notice, I have deemed it 
unnecessary and inappropriate to address you at this time on ‘‘ the con- 
dition of the State,” or in regard to general legislation. If at any time 
in the course of your deliberations, however, it may be thought necessary 
to call on me for information pertaining to any matter before you, it 
will not only afford me great pleasure to furnish the same, if within my 
power, but also to otherwise co-operate with you as far as practicable, so 
as to facilitate your arduous duties.

The following is the proclamation accompanying the foregoing mes- 
sage: 
By the Governor of West Virginia. 
A PROCLAMATION. 


WnergEas, the constitution of this State makes it the duty of the 
Governor to convene the Legislature ‘‘ on application of a majority the 
members elected to each branch” thereof: And, whereas, by a reso- 
lution adopted by the present Legislature, on the fourth day of March, 
1868, a majority of the members elected to each branch thereof, (whose 
names are recorded on the Journals of their respective Houses.) did re- 
quest the Governor “to convene the Legislature in Extra Session on the 
first Tuesday of June next; with a view of considering and determining 
upon the Code of West Virginia.” 

Now, therefore, I, ARTHUR I. ΒΟΒΕΜΑΝ, Governor of the State of West 
Virginia, in pursuance of the application aforesaid, and in virtue of the 
authority vested in me by the Constitution, do hereby convene both Houses 
of the Legislature of this State, and summon and require the members 
thereof to assemble, at their respective chambers, in the city of Wheel- 
ing, at twelve o’clock, noon, on Tuesday, the second day of June, 1868, 
then and there to consider and determine such measures as in their wis- 
dom, the public interest may demand.

Resolved by the Legislature of West Virginia, That a Committee cou- 
sisting of five from the House and three from the Senate be appointed to 
report a plan of proceeding in the enactment of the Code of West Vir- 
ginia. 

And that the House had appointed on its part, under said resolution, 
Messrs. Ferguson, (of Cabell), Goff, Armstrong, Smith and Parker. 

On motion of Mr. Farnsworth, the said resolution was concurred in, 
and Messrs. Hoke, Farnsworth and Wilson appointed on the part of the 
Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Farnsworth, 

Resolved, That the Committee on the Judiciary inquire into the ex- 
pediency of so amending the law, as to provide for returning delinquent, 
and for the sale of all, lands on which the taxes for county and township 
purposes are not paid; and that deeds be made by the Recorder in any 
county for all such lands so sold from time to time, for the non-pay- 
ment of such taxes. 

On motion of Mr. Carskadon, the Senate adjourned to meet to-morrow 
at two o'clock, P. M. 


WEDNESDAY, June 3, 1868. 


The Senate re-assembled at two o’clock, P. M., and was opened with 
prayer by Rev. Mr. Ball, of the M. E, Church. 

The journal of yesterday was read and approved.

Mr, Hoke submitted the following : 


The Joint Committee to report a plan of proceeding in the enactment 
of the Code of West Virginia, have considered the subject referred to 
them, and submit the following report: 

Your Committee recommend 

1. That the report of the Revisors of the Code be referred to a Joint 
Committee consisting of twelve members of the House of Delegates and 
eight members of the Senate, whose duty it shall be to carefully ex- 
amine the same, and report such amendments thereto as they may deem 
necessary and proper. 

2. That said Committee divide itself into such number of sub-com- 
mittees as may be necessary for the proper and speedy discharge of its 
duties. 

3. That said Committee report each chapter of the Code, in its order 
separately, to the House of Delegates, to be there acted upon in the same 
order, and each chapter when passed by the House of Delegates, to be 
at once communicated to the Senate for its action. 

Your Committee therefore recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, That a Joint Committee, consisting of twelve members of 
the House of Delegates and eight members of the Senate, to be called 
the “ Committee on Revision, ” be appointed according to the foregoing 
provisions of this report. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

THURSDAY, June 4, 1868.

Wheeling.

Resolved, That the Committee on the Judiciary inquire into the ex- 
pediency of re-arranging the Congressional Districts of this State, so as . 
to equalize the population therein. 

Mr. Chapline presented the account of John H. Charnock for repairs 
and furniture for the Senate Chamber, amounting to the sum of $97.66, 
which was referred to the Committee on Finance and Claims. 

Mr. Slack, by leave, introduced 2 

Senate Bill Νο, 1, “ A Bill for the relief of James L. Carr,” which 
was read the first time. 

Mr. Werninger, by leave, introduced 

Senate Bill No. 2, “A Bill amending and re-enacting ‘An Act to pre- 
vent the destruction of fish; ” which was read the first time. 

Mr. Werninger presented the petition of a large number of the citi- 
zens of Harrison County, praying the passage of the bill last afore- 
said, which was read and referred to the appropriate Committee. 

Mr. Chapline offered the following, which will lie over one day under 
the rules : 

Senate Joint Resolution, No. ὃ, ‘‘ Concerning the Impeachment of the 
President of the United States.” 

Resolved by the Legislature of West Virginia: That in the opinion of 
the people of this State, Andrew Johnson, President of the United 
States, has been justly impeached of high crimes and misdemeanors by 
the Representatives of the people in Congress assembled, and has been 
properly convicted thereof, by the votes of thirty-five Senators, and 
improperly acquitted by the votes of nineteen Senators. 

On motion of Mr. Carskadon, it was ordered, that no bills be printed 
unless specially directed by a vote of the Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Wilson, the Committee on Privileges and Elections 
were directed to take into consideration the question of mileage, and 
report the number of miles for which each member is entitled to pay. 

Mr. Zinn offered the following, which, under a suspension of the rules, 
was adopted: 

Senate Joint Resolution No. 4, '' Proposing a temporary adjourn- 
ment.” 

Resolved, That the Senate, the House of Delegates concurring, when 
e i to-day, stand adjourned until Monday next at two o'clock,

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was read the first time, and on his motion the rule was suspended, the 
bill read the second time this day and referred to the Committee on 
Revision. 

Mr. Martin, by leave, introduced

road Companies,” wnich was read the first time.

Whereas, Present appearances indicate that numerous petitions will 
be presented at the present sitting of the Legislature, by persons required 
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to take what is commonly known as the “ Attorney’s Test Oath.” And 
now, whereas, those characters have generally been the direct cause of 
their own calamity, (and although we sacredly appreciate the christian 
principle of forgiveness, we as strenuously adhere to the requirements of 
justice. Therefore, 

Be tt resolved by the Legistature of West Virginia: That we will not 
receive, or favorably consider the petition of any person who is dis- 
qualified by reason of participating in rebellion against the United 
States, to practice his profession, except such petition be accompanied by 
a written denunciation of former wrongs, and an acknowledgment of 
errors, discarding and abandoning the false dogma of exclusive States 
right sovereignty.

On ‘motion of Mr. Hoke, the Preamble was stricken out. 

On motion of Mr. Carskadon, the resolution was amended so as to 
make it a resolution of the Senate instead of a Joint resolution. 

On motion of Mr. Hoke, it was further amended by striking out the 
words ‘‘ receive or.” 

Mr, Young moved to add to the resolution a requirement that all 
such petitions should have the favorable endorsement of at least one-

On motion of Mr. Carskadon, 

Senate Joint Resolution No. 3, “Concerning the impeachment of the 
President of the United States,” was taken from the table, when he 
offered the following substitute therefor : 

Resolved by the Legislature of West Virginia, That the Senate and House 
of Delegates most heartily endorse and accept the platform of the 
National Union Republican Party of the United States, as set forth in 
the declaration of principles made in National Convention, assembled 
in the city of Chicago, on the 20th day of May, 1868, and we hereby 
pledge ourselves to “fight it out on that line,” with U.S. Grant and 
Schuyler Colfax at the head of the column, and our State nominees as 
file leaders. 

But it was rejected, and, on motion of Mr. Hoke, the resolution was 
laid on the table. 

At the hour of 8 o’clock, P. M., the special order, that being the elec- 
tion of Committee Clerk to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resigna- 
tion of Col. Edwin Frey, was taken up, when, on motion ot Mr. Cars- 
kadon, the special order was laid on the table. 

On motion of Mr. Carskadon, 

Resolved, That the further services of all the Committee Clerks of the 
Senate be dispensed with after this day.

And on this amendment Mr. Wilson demanded the yeas and nays, 
which were ordered and taken:

“T, (A. B.) do solemnly swear (or affirm) that since the first day of 
June, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, I have not voluntarily borne arms 
in rebellion against the United States, nor accepted or exercised, or 
attempted {to exercise, any office or appointment whatever, under any 
authority or pretended authority, in rebellion against the United States, 
nor counseled or advised any person to go into or aid rebellion against 
the United States, or in any other way whatever aided or assisted in 
such rebellion; and that I take this oath freely, without any mental 
reservation or purpose of evasion.” 


On motion of Mr. Carskadon the words “by him” were inserted in line 
31, section 27, after the word “registered.” 

On motion of Mr. Hoke the words “within three days” were inserted 
after the word “or,” line 1, section 29, and the word “first” was stricken 
out of the same line, and “third” inserted. 

On motion of Mr. Drummond the words “since their registration” 
were stricken out of line 10, section 29 ; the word “residing” was stricken 
out of line 12, section 29, and the words ‘‘who are actual and bona fide 
residents,” and the word “and” was inserted after “ward,” same line. 

On motion of Mr. Carskadon, the clause added to the 29th section by 
the House of Delegates, was stricken out. 

On motion of Mr. Carskadon, the 31st section was amended by insert- 
ing after “registrar” the following: “Of——township (or ward), in 
county.” 

And on motion of Mr. Chapline the third chapter was laid on the 
table, and made the special order for to-morrow morning at 104 o’clock. 

Mr. Hoke, from the Special Joint Committee, appointed at the last

9. Any person owing such debt or liability may tender the owner 
thereof the principal sum due and the interest recoverable thereon, and 
if such owner shall refuse to receive the same, no costs shall be recov- 
ered by the plaintiff in any action thereafter brought for the recovery 
thereof, but the defendant in any such action or suit shall recover from 
the plaintiff therein all costs incurred by him in his defence of such 
action or suit. And where any action or suit has been commenced 
and is now pending for the recovery of any such debt or liability, the 
defendant may tender to the plaintiff therein the principal sum due and 
the interest recoverable thereon, together with the costs which have 
accrued therein up to the time of such tender, and if the plaintiff shall 
refuse to receive the same, he shall not recover from the defendant any 
costs incurred in such action or suit after such tender; but the defend- 
ant in such case shall recover from the plaintiff all the costs incurred 
by him in his defence after the date of such tender. In either event, 
the defendant shall be entitled to a credit upon the judgment of the 
plaintiff for the amount of costs so recovered by him, and if such costs 
exceed the amount of the judgment of the plaintiff, the defendant may 
enforce the payment of such excess by execution; Provided, however, 
that no defendant in any such action or suit, shall avail himself of the 
provisions of this act, unless he shall file with his plea or answer an 
affidavit that he never, in any way, gave voluntary aid to the rebellion 
against the United States.

tion, to sell such real estate and convey the same, and apply the proceeds- 
thereof to the use and benefit of such congregation or association. Such 
trustees may also, upon like request, borrow money for the use of such 
congregation or association, and execute a lien upon any property owned 
by them to secure the payment thereof; Provided that no conveyance of 
any such real estate, so sold, shall be made, nor any lien thereon created, 
until the sale or loan shall have been reported to and confirmed by the 
circuit court of the county in which the land, or the greater part thereof, 
lies; and the deed of conveyance or the deed creating the lien shall refer 
to such order of confirmation.”

“ Such execution shall be returnable within sixty days from its date, 
and as to the delivery of possession and removal of the tenant and his 
goods, it shall be executed within five days from the time it comes to 
the hands of the officer.” 

Although there is no disagreeing vote between the 'two Houses as to 
section 17, yet as the chapter is only part of a bill, and still under the 
control of the two Houses, the committee take the liberty to recommend 
that the word “either,” in line 8, and the words “or any other county,” 
in line 4, printed chapter, be stricken out.

any other railroad within this State. ‘The property exempt from taxa- 
tion by the charter of any such company shall not be assessed. The 
pr oportional yalue of all locomotives and dther rolling stock and the value 
of all other personal and movable property, money and credits, shall be 
added to the stationary and fixed property and real estate, and shall be 
apportioned by such officer to each county through which the road passes 
pro rata, in proportion to the fixed property and real estate belonging to 
the company in such county; and all property so listed shall be subject 
to and pay the same taxes as other property listed in such county. Said 
officer shall, on or before the first day of April in each year, make out 
and return such pro ruta valuation of the real and personal property, and 
money and credits of such company in the seyeral counties through 
which such railroad passes, verified as aforesaid to one of the assessors 
of each of said counties, respectively. If said assessor is of the opinion 
that false or incorrect valuations haye been returned, he shall proceed 
to assess the value of all such property according to the best information 
he may be able to obtain in the manner prescribed in section sixty-nine 

of this act. 

Whenever, in any year, the President, Secretary or principal account- 
ing officer of any railroad company shall fail to make the return required 
by this section, in the manner and by the time herein required, it shall

“67. The President, Secretary, or Principal accounting officer of every 
railroad company whether deriving its corporate powers exclusively from 
this State or not, shall list for taxation at its true value in money verified 
by the oath or affirmation of the officer so listing all the property, money 
and credits of such company of whatsoever kind wholly held or used in 
this State, and also the proportional value of all locomotiyes and rolling 
stock passing in and out of this State on railroads crossing the lines 
thereot, to be ascertained by the proportion which the number of miles 


run within this State by such locomotives and other rolling stock may | 


bear to the whole number of miles run by’such locomotives and other 
rolling stock over the road belonging to such company, or any connect- 
ing line, the proportional value of all such locomotives and other rolling 
stock so ascertained to be assessed as the property of the company owning 
and using the same whether it be run upon its own or any other railroad 
within this State. The property exempt from taxation by the charter of 
any such company shall not be assessed. The proportional value of all 
locomotives, and other rolling stock, and the value of all other personal 
and moveable property, money and credits shall be added to the station- 
ary and fixed property, and real estate, and shall be apportioned by such 
officer to each county through which the road passes pro rata in propor- 
tion to the fixed property and real estate belonging to the company in 
such county ; and all property so listed shall be subject to and pay the 
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same tax as other property listed in such county. Such officer shall on 
or before the first day of April in each year make out and file with the 
Auditor such valuation of the real and personal property, money and 
credits of such company in the several counties through which said rail- 
road passes, verified as aforesaid. The Auditor shall lay the said state- 
ment before the Board of Public Works as soon as possible after the 
filing thereof, and if the same be satistactory, the said Board shall direct 
the Auditor to assess the property of such company for State, county and 
township purposes upon the valuation of its property as contained in said 
statement, and the Auditor shall assess the same accordingly. But if the 
said statement be not satisfactory to the Board, or if any such railroad 
company fail to file the statements herein required, the said Board shall 
as soon as possible thereafter appoint a Board of Commissioners consist- 
ing of one discreet, intelligent freeholder, from each congressional district 
of the State to gxsess the property of said company ; (but no person shall 
be appointed ax such commissioner who resides in a county through 
which a railroad runs.) It shall be the duty of the said commissioners 
as soon as they are informed of their appointment to convene at some 
convenient point on the line of railroad to be assessed, and to examine 
as far as practicable all the taxable property of such railroad company 
hereinbefore mentioned within each of the counties of this State, and to 
assess the fair value thereof in money for the purpose of taxation, upon 
the principles hereinbetore stated. Ifa statement of the property of such 
company has been filed as herein required, a copy thereof shall be 
delivered to said commissioners by the Auditor, to enable them to dis- 
charge their duties ; but if no such statement has been filed, the said com- 
missioners shall assess the value of such property within each county of 
this State, from the best information they can obtain. The assessment 
so made by the said commissioners shall be returned by them to the 
Auditor on or before the first day of August succeeding their appoint- 
ment, and their decisions shall be final. It shall be the duty of the clerk 
of the board of supervisors of every county, and the clerks of the boards 
of education of every township through which a railroad runs, within ten 
days after the county or township levies are laid, to certify to the Auditor 
the amount levied upon each one hundred dollars yalue of the property 
therein for county and township purposes. And it shall be the duty of 
the Auditor to charge every railroad company assessed under the pro- 
visions of this section in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, 
as follows, viz: 

1. With the whole amount upon its property in each year for State 
and general free school purposes. 

II. With the amount payable to each county for county purposes and 
for township free school purposes. 

The Auditor shall, on or before the fifteenth day of December in each 
year, make out and transmit by mail or otherwise, a statement of all the 
taxes and levies so charged to the President, Secretary, or principal 
accounting officer of such ‘Company. And it shall be the duty of such 
Company so assessed and charged, to pay the whole amount of taxes and 
levies upon its property into the Treasury of the State, on or before the 
twentiethiday of January next after the assessment thereof, subject to a 
deduction of two and a half per centum from the whole sum, if the same be 
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paid in on or before that day. If any such Company fail to pay said 
taxes by the twentieth day of January, the Auditor shall add ten per 
centum to the amount thereof, to pay the expenses of collecting the same ; 
and shall certify to the sheriff of each county the amount of the taxes 
levied in his county, and it shall be the duty of every such sheriff to col- 
lect and account for such taxes and levies in the same manner as other 
taxes and levies are collected and accounted for by him. When such 
taxes and levies are paid into the Treasury as herein provided, the Audi- 
tor shall account to the sheriff of each of the counties to which any sum 
so paid in for county levies belongs, for the amount due such county, and 
may arrange the same with such sheriff, in his settlement for the State 
` taxes, in such a way as may be most convenient, and the sheriff shall 
account to the Board of Supervisors and to the Boards of Education of 
his county, for the-amount so received by him, in the same manner as for 
other county anid township levies. The Auditor shall certify to the said 
Boards of Supervisors on or before the first day April in each year, the 
amount with which the said sheriff is chargeable on account of the levy 
upon the property of such Company. The right of the State, or of any 
county or township, to enforce the collection of taxes or levies heretofore 
assessed, or the right to which has heretofore accrued, by suit or other- 
Wise,.shall not be in any way affected or impaired by this section. Each 
of thésaid commissioners shall be paid, out of the Treasury of the State, 
three dollars per day for each day he shall be actually and necessarily 
employed in the discharge of his duties under this section, and five cents

The property exempt from taxation by the charter of anv 
such company or otherwise shall not be assessed. The pr roportional value or 
all other personal and movable property, money, credits and investments, 
shall be added to the stationary and fixed property and real estate, and 
ο. be apportioned by such officer to each county through which the 
oad passes in proportion to the fixed property and real estate belonging 

ο the company in such county ; and αἰ] the property so listed shall be 
subject to, and pay the same taxes as other property listed in such county. 
Provided that the road bed, bridges, tunnels, depots, stations, machine 
shops, machinery, freight-houses, stock yards, rolling stock and all other 
necessary appendages and structures connected and used therewith, 
together with all the real estate which the company owns shall be listed as 
aforesaid, or assessed by the board of commissioners, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, at ‘their actual value, without reference to the amount expended 
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in the construction or purchase thereof. Said officer shall, on or before 
the first day of April in each year, make out and file with the Auditor 
such list and pro rutu valuation of the real and personal property, and 
money, credits, and investments of such company, verified as aroresaid.— 
The Auditor shall lay said list and valuation before the Board of Public 
Works as soon as possible after the filing thereof, and if the same be 
deemed satistactory, the said board shall direct the Auditor to assess the 
property of such company for State and general free school and county 
purposes, and for free school purposes in “each township and independent 
school district through which such railroad runs as hereinafter provided, 

upon the valuation “of its property as contained in said list, and the 
Auditor shall assess the same accordingly. But if the said list and val- 
uation be not satisfactory to the board, or if any such railroad company 
fail to file the list and valuation herein required, the said board shall as 
soon as possible after the said first day of April appoint a board of 
commissioners, consisting of one discreet and intelligent free holder from 
each Congressional District of the State, to assess the property of said 
company, as hereinafter required; but no person shall be appointed as 
such commissioner who resides in a county through which a railroad 
runs. It shall be the duty of the said commissioners, as soon as they are 

informed of their appointment, to convene at some convenient point on 
the line of railroad to be assessed, and toexamine, as far as practicable, 
all the taxable property of such railroad company hereinbefore men- 
tioned, within each of the counties of this State, and to assess the fair 
value thereof, in money for the purpose of taxation, upon the principles 

hereinbefore stated. If a statement of the property of such company has 
been filed as herein required, a copy thereof shall be delivered to said 
commissioners, by the Auditor, to enable them to discharge their duties; 
but if no such statement has been filed, the said commissioners shall 
assess the value of such property within cach county of this State upon 
the principles aforesaid from the best information they can obtain. The 
assessment so made by the said commissioners shall be returned by them 


to the Auditor on or before the 1st day οἱ July succeeding their appoint- 7 


ment, and their decision shall be final. 


In care the list and valuation of the property filed with the Auditor as 
aforesaid, be satisfactory to the Board of Publie Works, and in cases 
where an assessment of the property of such company is made and re- 
turned by the Board of Commissioners as aforesaid, the Auditor shall 
immediately certify to the Board of Supervisors of each county through 
which such railroad runs, the value of the property thereit of every such 
company as ralued or assessed as aforesaid. And it shail be the duty 
of such Board to apportion such value between the several townships and 
independent school districts in their county through which the road runs, 
as near as may be, according to the value thereof in each of said townships 
and districts.” It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the Board of Super- 
visors of every county through which such railroad runs, within ten days 
after the county levy of such county is laid, to certify to “the Auditor the 
amount levied upon each one hundred dollars’ value of the property 
therein for county purposes. Provided, that no railroad company shall 
be taxed by any county for the purpose of building or to assist in build- 
ing any other railroad. It shall, also, be the duty of the Secretary of’ 
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the Board of Education of every such township and independent school 
district, within ten days after a levy ‘s laid therefor for free school pur- 
poses, to certify to the Auditor the amount levied for such purpose upon 
each one hundred dollars value of the property therein. And it shall be“ 
the duty of the Auditor to charge every railroad company, assessed under 
the provisions of this section, in a book to be kept by him for that pur-

The Auditor shall, on or before the fifteenth day of December, in each 
year, make out and transmit by mail or otherwise, a statemen: οἱ all the 
taxes and levies so charged, to the President, Secretary, or principal ac- 
counting officer of such company. And it shall be the duty of such com- 
pany so assessed and charged, to pay the whole amount of taxes and levies 
upon its property into the Treasury of the State, on or before the twen- 
tieth day of January next after the assessment thereof; subject to a 
deduction of two and a half per centum upon the whole sum, if the same 
be paid in on or before that day. Ifany such company fail to pay such 
taxes and levies by the said twentieth day of January, the Auditor shall 
add five per centum to the amount thereof to pay the expenses of collect- 
ing the same, and shall certify to the sheriff of each county the amount of 
such taxes and levies assessed within his county; and it shall be the duty 
of every such sheriff to collect and account for such taxes and levies in 
the same manner as other taxes and levies are collected and accounted 
for by him. And when the township and independent school district 
levies are collected by him, he shall immediately pay the same to the 
Treasurer of the proper township or district. When such taxes and 
levies are paid into the Treasury as herein provided, the Auditor shall 
account to the sheriff of each of the counties:to which any sum so paid in 
for county levies: belongs, for the amount due such county, and may 
arrange the same with such sheriff, in his settlement for the State taxes, in 
such a way as may be most convenient, and the sheriff shall account 
to the Board of Supervisors of his county for the amount so received by 
him, in the same manner as for other county levies. The amounts so 
paid in for each township and independent school district shall be added 
to the distributable share of the school fund payable to such township or 
district, and paid upon the requisition of the County Superintendent of 
tree schools, in like manner as other school moneys are paid. The Audi- 
tor shall certify to the Board of Supervisors of every such county, on or 
before the first day April, in each year, the amount with which the sheriff 
thereof is charged on account of the levy upon the property of such 
company. He shall, also, certify to the County Superintendent of free 
schools the amount of such levies due to each township and independent 
school district in his county. The right of the State, or of any county or 
township, to enforce, by suit or otherwise, the collection of taxes or levies 
heretofore assessed, or the right to which has heretofore accrued, shall 
not in any manner be affected or impaired by anything in this chapter 
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contained. The taxes and levies so assessed upon the said property of 
any such railroad company for any year, shall, when paid, be in full of 
all taxes and levies, of every sort and description, which might be 
assessed upon its property for cach vear if this section had not.been 
passed; and no other assessment shall be made in any year upon the 
property of such company than is heretofore provided for in this section, 
except that all buildings and real estate owned by such company, and 
used or occupied for any purpose not immediately connected with its 
railroad, or which is rented for any purpose to individuals, shall be 
assessed with, and taxes shall be paid thercon. the same as other property 
of the like kind belonging to individuals.
